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Shipping Movements at U.K. Ports (Page 644) 

The net tonnage of vessels engaged in the foreign 
trade entering with cargoes during September was 
1-6 per cent. less than in September, 1933, while 
arrivals in ballast were 4°7 per cent. smaller. Depar- 
tures with cargo showed a decrease of 3°3 per cent. 
and clearances in ballast also declined. The total net 
tonnage entered and cleared with cargo in the third 
quarter of this year was higher than in any of the 
three preceding quarters; entrances and clearances 
in ballast were about 5 per cent. below September 
quarter, 1933. The coasting trade during September, 
1934, showed all-round increases as compared with 
a year earlier. 


Foreign Coal, Iron and Steel (Page 649) 

Average daily output of coal in August increased 
by 15 per cent. in Germany and 11 per cent. in 
Poland, but was about 19 per cent. smaller in the 
United States as compared with August, 1933. Pig 
iron production was 42 per cent. less in the United 
States, but 69 per cent. greater in Germany and 
43 per cent. higher in the United Kingdom. The 
out-turn of crude steel rose by 51 per cent. in 
Germany and 21 per cent. in the United Kingdom, 
but was less than half that of a year earlier in the 
United States.

SHIPPING 


MOVEMENT AT UNITED ‘KINGDOM PORTS IN SEPTEMBER, 1934, 
AND IN RECENT QUARTERLY PERIODS 


Foreign Trade.—The net tonnage of the vessels that 
arrived at ports of the United Kingdom during Septem- 
ber, 1934, with cargo for discharge at the port of arrival 
was 6,772,000 tons, or 110,000 tons (1-6 per cent.) less 
than in September, 1933. With the exception of British 
and United States vessels, decreases in tonnage were 
recorded for all the principal nationalities shown in the 
table which appears on page 647. British tonnage in- 
creased by 17,000 tons (0°4 per cent.) and United States 
tonnage by 50,000 tons (19 per cent.), while Dutch ton- 
nage was less by 59,000 tons (17 per cent.), Norwegian 
by 44,000 tons (10 per cent.), German by 24,000 tons 
(5 per cent.), and French tonnage less by 11,000 tons 
(5 per cent.).. About 60 per cent. of the net tonnage 
that arrived with cargo in September, 1934, was 
British, as compared with about 59 per cent. in Sep- 
tember, 1933. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived at any 
port without cargo for discharge at that port, recorded 
as arriving in ballast, amounted during the month to 
8,083,000 tons, being 151,000 tons (4:7 per cent.) less 
than in September, 1933. A decrease of 145,000 tons 
(7 per cent.) was recorded for British vessels, and a de- 
erease of 35,000 tons (19 per cent.) for Dutch vessels, 
while there were increases in the tonnage of Norwegian, 
French, and United States vessels. The British pro- 


portion of the net tonnage that arrived in ballast was 
nearly 66 per cent. in September, 19384, and about 





67 per cent. in September, 1938, while of the total 
British tonnage that arrived, 33 per cent. was in ballast 
in the later and nearly 35 per cent. in the earlier period. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed during 
September, 1934, from ports at which they had loaded 
cargo for abroad, amounted to 5,822,000 tons, or 
199,000 tons (3-3 per cent.) less than the total for Sep 
tember, 1933. British tonnage declined by 15,000 tons 
(3 per cent.), Dutch by 55,000 tons (21 per cent.), and 
German by 55,000 tons (16 per cent.), while the tonnage 
of French vessels increased by 24,000 tons (10 pet 
cent.). About 66 per cent. of the net tonnage that 
departed with cargo was British in both September, 
1934, and September, 1933.

United Kingdom ”’ now contain information regarding 
the entrances and clearances with cargo from and to 
British countries and foreign countries. The figures 
show that of the tonnage entered with cargo at United 
Kingdom ports during the September quarter 22-5 per 
cent. was from other parts of the British Empire, as 

ainst 24°6 per cent. and 24-9 per cent., respectively, 
in the first and second quarters of this year. The re- 
duction in the third quarter was probably partly 
seasonal, but figures are not yet available to enable 
seasonal movements as between British and foreign 
countries to be estimated with any degree of precision. 
The proportions in respect of clearances with cargo were 
21-2, 24-0, and 23°9 per cent. for the first, second and 
third quarters. 


As compared with the third quarter of 1933, there 
were increases in the tonnage, both entered and 
cleared with cargo, of Norwegian and United States 
vessels, the figures for the last-named nationality 
being considerably greater last quarter than for any 
other quarter shown in the table. British and Dutch 
entrances with cargo were slightly less and clearances 
considerably less than a year ago. German tonnage 
showed a marked decline in both entrances and clear- 
ances. French entrances with cargo were slightly less, 
while clearances were greater and were the highest re- 
corded during the period under review. For vessels of 
“Other Nationalities,’’ entrances were larger and 
clearances somewhat smaller. 


Increases in the tonnage that entered with cargo, as 
compared with the September quarter of 1933, were re- 
corded for seven of the trading areas specified in the 
returns. The largest of these increases was in respect

of “‘ Northern Europe (Foreign) ’’ and may be attri- 
buted partly to greater shipments of iron ore from 
certain countries within that area. Other substantial 
increases recorded were for ‘‘ West Indies and Central 
America (Atlantic Coast),’’ due mainly to greater ship- 
ments of refined petroleum from the Dutch West Indies; 
for ‘* Eastern Asia and Islands in the Pacific,’’ due, in 
some measure, to larger imports of rubber and tea; and 
for ‘‘ South America—Atlantic Coast,’’ reflecting an 
increase in the consignments of wheat and maize from 
the Argentine. In respect of each of the four trading 
areas mentioned above, entrances were greater, while 
for ‘* Central and Eastern Mediterranean Countries ”’ 
and Australasia they were smaller in the September 
quarter of this year than in any of the four preceding 
quarters. The largest decrease, as compared with a 
Ps ago, was in respect of ‘* North America—Atlantic 
oast.’’ 


As regards clearances with cargo, six of the trading 
areas showed increases last quarter as compared with a 
year earlier. Clearances for ‘“* Northern Europe 
(Foreign) ’’ were substantially greater, and this in- 
crease may be associated with increased shipments of 
coal, particularly to Finland and the Scandinavian 
countries, and of iron and steel to Denmark and the 
Soviet Union. The remaining increases recorded were 
not of great magnitude, while there were substantial 
declines in the case of ‘* North America—Atlantic 
Coast ’’ and ‘‘ Europe (Atlantic) and Western Medi- 
terranean Countries.’’ The figures for four of the 
trading areas, viz., ‘‘ Northern Europe (Foreign),’’ 
‘* Fast Africa, Persian Gulf, India,’’ Australasia and 
‘* North America—Pacific Coast,’’ were higher in the 
September quarter of this year than in any of the other 
four quarters under review.

Increases in coal production occurred in August as 
compared with July in all the countries shown in the 
above table, except the Saar District, where there 
was a decrease of 3-8 per cent. In the United 
States, where there is usually a large seasonal increase 
in August, output was higher by 81 per cent., and in 
the remaining countries increases were recorded as 
follows: —Poland, 6°5 per cent.; United Kingdom, 
7 per cent.; Germany, 53 per cent.; Belgium, 4°5 
per cent.; France, 1°8 per cent. Compared with a 
year earlier, United States coal output was lower by 
19 per cent., but production in Germany, the United 
Kingdom, Poland and Belgium was higher by 15, 11, 





‘11 and 7 per cent. respectively; there was a small 
increase in the Saar, while French output showed 
practically no change. 


From information received as to the number of days 
worked in France, Belgium, Germany, Poland and the 
United States, it is estimated that the average daily 
outputs of coal in March, June, July and August, 
1934, and in August, 1933, were as follows:—

The average daily output of coal in Poland increased 
in August as compared with July by 6°5 per cent., and 
the average for Germany was higher by 1°4 per cent. 
A reduction of 2:2 per cent. was recorded in France, 
and in the United States daily production of anthracite 
decreased 3°6 per cent., while the figure for bituminous 
coal showed a slight increase. A comparison with 
August, 1933, shows an increase in coal output per 
working day in Germany and Poland amounting to 
15 and 11 per cent. respectively, but in the United 
States a reduction of about 19 per cent. was recorded 
for both anthracite and bituminous coal. The average 
for France was substantially the same as a year earlier.

Coal stocks at pithead in Belgium increased in 
August as compared with July by about 1°8 per cent., 
this being the sixth successive month of increase. In 
the Ruhr district of Germany where stocks had in- 
creased continuously since March, a further addition of 
58,000 tons (2°2 per cent.) took place in August. In 
Lower Silesia there was an increase of 7°8 per cent., 
but in Western Upper Silesia, the Aachen District and 
in Poland there were reductions of 4:3, 2°5 and 1°5 per 
cent., respectively. Compared with the end of August, 
19383, stocks increased by 12 per cent. in Belgium, but 
in the Aachen District of Germany and in Poland 
there were substantial declines. Other districts showed 
little change.

The daily output of pig iron declined by a further 
14 per cent. in the United States in August as com- 
pared with July, the total decrease between May and 
August being 48 per cent. There was a slight decline 
(1-5 per cent.) in the United Kingdom owing to holiday 
influences, but an increase of 4-1 per cent. was 
recorded in both France and Germany. Daily output 
in the latter country was at a higher level in August 
than in any month since May, 1930. Little change 
was recorded in the Saar District, in Belgium and in 
Luxemburg. Compared with a year earlier there was 
a reduction of 42 per cent. in the United States and a 
small reduction (6 per cent.) in France. In Germany,

Crude steel output in the United States declined a 
further 7-4 per cent. in August as compared with 
July and was about two-fifths of the exceptionally high 
tonnage produced in May. In the United Kingdom 
there was a decline of 7-1 per cent., which was partly 
due to holidays. On the other hand, crude steel out- 
put increased 3-0 per cent. in Germany to a tonnage 
higher than in any month since March, 1930, although 
the daily production was slightly lower than in July. 
In the Saar District there was an increase of 10°3 per 
cent. and in each of the remaining countries a small 
increase was recorded. Compared with August, 1933, 
crude steel output increased by 51 per cent. in 
Germany and by 21, 17, 16 and 12 per cent. in the 
United Kingdom, Belgium, Luxemburg and the Saar 
District, respectively. The output in the United States 


-was less than half that of a year earlier, and a small 


reduction was recorded for France.

An increase of 2 per cent. in the gold premium 
caused the sterling equivalents of the French export 
prices to increase by a similar proportion in August, 
although basis prices were unchanged.

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
IRON AND STEEL WIRE GOODS 


Under the Additional Import Duties (No. 32) Order, 
1934 (S.R. & O., 1934, No. 1154), issued by the 
Treasury on the recommendation of the Import Duties 
Advisory Committee, Customs duties at the rate of 
334 per cent. ad valorem will, as from October 31, be 
imposed on various articles manufactured wholly or 
mainly of iron or steel wire of any section. 

The main iron and steel wire manufactures which 
are already subject to additional duty under Class III, 
Group II (6), of the First Schedule to the Additional 
Import Duties (No. 1) Order, 1932, are excluded from 
the scope of the Order, as are also certain other im- 
portant categories of wire goods, but a varied range of 
miscellaneous wire articles will become liable to the 
new duty. As examples of such goods may be men- 
tioned jack and mattress chain, wire shapes (rings, 
loops, hooks, dees, and similar small wire articles), 
articles manufactured wholly or mainly of wire mesh, 
and stationery and haberdashery articles such as pins 
and wire paper-clips. 

The Committee point out that formerly the greater 
part of the trade in these goods was in the hands of 
foreign suppliers, but following the departure from the 
gold standard and the adoption of a general tariff the 
home manufacturers endeavoured with some success 
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to obtain a larger share of the trade. The duty on wire 
has tended, however, to intensify the Continental com- 
petition in the simpler manufactures of wire, with the 
result that prices have been lowered in many cases to 
below the actual costs of production in this country, 
The Committee therefore consider that the duties on 
these goods should be brought into closer relationship 
to the duty on iron and steel wire. 


BiFuRCATED RIVETS 


In the case of bifurcated rivets the increased ad 
valorem rate is coupled with a minimum specific duty 
of 3d. per 1,000 in order to enable the home manufac. 
turers to secure a more satisfactory share of the large 
orders for the particular standard size of rivet which 
constitutes the great bulk of the trade and on which 
foreign competition is centred. 

A White Paper (Cmd. 4721), containing the Treasury 
Order and the Committee’s Reports, is published by 
H.M. Stationery Office at the address given below. 


TREES AND SHRUBS OTHER THAN IN 
FLOWER 


The Treasury have also made, on the recommenda- 
tion of the Advisory Committee, the Additional Import 
Duties (No. 33) Order, 1934 (S.R. & O., 1984, 
No. 1156), which modifies the terms of the duty of 20s. 
per cwt. chargeable on trees and shrubs (excluding 
rose trees, fruit trees, azalea indica and sweet bays) 
other than in flower. The effect of the change is that 
in calculating the weight for duty purposes allowance 
will not be made for soil adhering to the roots. 

The Advisory Committee’s Recommendation and the 
Treasury Order giving effect to it, are published 
(Cmd. 4722) by H.M. Stationery Office, Adastral 
House, Kingsway, London, W.C.2.

BRITISH RAILWAYS, JULY~AUGUST 


Railway statistics for the calendar month of July and the 
four weeks ended August 11, 1934, published by the Minister 
of Transport, show that the total number of passenger 
journeys (excluding season ticket holders) taken on all 
standard gauge railways in Great Britain in the month of 
July, 1934, was 109,339,179, an increase compared with J uly, 
1933, of 3,277,169, or 3:1 per cent. The journeys taken by 
passengers at reduced fares rose by 3,085,985 and those at 
standard or ordinary fares by 191,184. The receipts from 
passengers (excluding season ticket holders) showed an in- 
crease of £255,231, or 4:3 per cent. If the railway under- 
takings of the London Passenger Transport Board be 
omitted, the figures show an increase in journeys of 
1,765,799, or 2:2 per cent., and an increase in receipts of 
£232,788, or 4:2 per cent. For all companies the receipts 
from passenger train traffic (including season tickets and 
parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding mails and 
parcel post) were £278,896 more than in July, 1933. For 
the four weeks ended August 11, 1934, the coaching train 
miles showed an increase of 794,900, as compared with the 
four weeks ended August 12, 1933. 


Goops TRAFFIC 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) in the four weeks ended August 11, 1934, was 
17,880,934, an increase compared with the corresponding 
four weeks of 1933 of 1,036,093 tons, or 6:2 per cent. The 
freight train receipts amounted to £5,841,997, an increase 
of £269,056, or 4:8 per cent. The freight train miles run 
were 314,705 more than in the corresponding period of 1933, 
an increase of 3°5 per cent. The average train load rose 
from 116 tons to 117} tons, and the net ton-miles per engine 
hour from 439} to 4421.

OVERSEAS VISITORS IN SEPTEMBER 
QUARTER 


The total number of visitors from the Continent and 
overseas during September was 19,894, showing an increase 
of 1,882 over the corresponding month of last year. The 
figures for the third quarter of 1934 show a total of 100,560, 


. as compared with 91,541 for the corresponding period of last 


year, a gain of 9,505. The steadiness of the improvement is 
further emphasised by comparison with the corresponding 
quarter of 1933, when the gain shown was 3,735 over the 
third quarter of 1932. 


The greatest number of visitors during the past quarter 
came from the United States; they totalled 26,724, as com- 
pared with 25,297 in September quarter, 1933, an increase 
of 1,427. French visitors were second in point of numbers 
and showed a particularly notable increase to 23,987, or 
3,090 more than a year ago.—Travel and Industrial 
Development Association of Great Britain and Ireland.

OVERSEAS TRADE IN JUNE, 1934, AND THE 
YEAR 1933-34 


The monthly Summary of Oversea Imports and Exports 
for June, 1934, and for the trade year 1933-34 recently 
made available by the Commonwealth Statistician states 
that imports of merchandise (valued in British currency) 
were £stg.5,897,000 in June, 1934, as compared with 
£stg.5,177,000 in May. Exports of merchandise were 
£Lstg.4,283,000 and £stg.5,013,000 for the same periods. Im- 
ports increased 14 per cent., but exports declined 15 per 
cent. 


Imports of merchandise in June, 1934, were £stg.5,897 ,000, 
as against £stg.4,532,000 in June, 1933, an increase of 30 
per cent. Exports of merchandise for the same months were 
£stg.4,283,000 and £stg.4,340,000, respectively, a decline of 
1 per cent. 


Total imports, including bullion and specie (in British 
currency) were £stg.6,024,000 in June, 1934, £stg.5,233,000 
in May, 1934, and £stg.4,666,000 in June, 1933, while total 
exports, including bullion and specie (in British currency) 
were £stg.5,178,000 in June, 1934, £stg.5,662,000 in May, 
1934, and £stg.5,029,000 in June, 1933. 


Imports of bullion and specie for the above-mentioned 
months were £stg.128,000, £stg.56,000 and £stg.134,000, 
respectively, while exports of bullion and specie were 
£stg.895,000, Lstg.649,000 and Z£stg.689,000 for the 
respective months. 


Trape Year 1933-34 


During the trade year 1933-34 imports of merchandise 
were £stg.59,707,000, as compared with £stg.56,843,000 dur- 
ing 1932-33, an increase of 5 per cent. Exports of mer- 
chandise, valued in British currency were £stg.90,698,000 
and £stg.78,031,000, respectively, an increase of 16 per cent. 


Exports of bullion and specie, valued in British currency,

DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE, JANUARY— 
AUGUST

The returns of French foreign trade with individual 
countries, as summarised in the daily press, show that in the 
first eight months of 1934 the value of imports from Great 
Britain amounted to 1,103 million francs, as against 1,316 
million frs. in the corresponding period of 1933, a decrease 
of 213 million frs., or 16-2 per cent. There was a rise in 
imports from Australia, Finland, Japan (52 million frs.), 
and Sweden, but a fall in those from all other foreign 
countries separately classified in the returns. 


The value of French exports to Great Britain in the 
period under review amounted to 986 million frs., as against 
1,058 million frs., a decrease of 72 million frs., or 6-8 per 
cent. There was a rise in exports to seventeen foreign 
countries, the largest increases being in the case of Germany 
(180 million frs.), the United States (50 million frs.), 
Czechoslovakia (49 million frs.), and the Soviet Union (44 
million frs.). 


The value of French imports from foreign countries 
during the first eight months of 1934 amounted to 12,174 
million frs., as against 14,932 million frs. in January- 
August, 1933, a decrease of 2,758 million frs., or 18°5 per 
cent., and that of exports to 7,991 million frs., as against 
8,045 million frs., a decrease of 54 million frs., or 0-7 per 
cent. The value of imports from French colonies and pro- 
tectorates was 3,827 million frs., as against 4,529 million 
frs., a decrease of 702 million frs., or 15:5 per cent., and of 
exports to them 3,551 million frs., as against 3,838 million 
frs., a decrease of 287 million frs., or 7-5 per cent. 


French trade with foreign countries consequently showed 
an unfavourable balance of 4,183 million frs., as against 
one of 6,887 million frs. a year earlier, and with the 
colonies and protectorates of 276 million frs., as against 
. 691 million frs.

During the first eight months of 1934 the total value of 
imports was 225-6 million pengé, as compared with 196-1 
million pengé during the same period of 1933, while exports 
totalled 247-7 million pengé, as compared with 224-2 million 
pengo in 1933. 

Since the beginning of the current year up to the end of 
August the foreign trade of Hungary shows an active balance 
of 22-1 million pengé in comparison with 28-1 million pengé 
during the same period of 1933. 

Imports during the month under review, in comparison 
with 1933, showed considerable increases in uncut wood, 
building and sawn timber, tobacco, raw hides, coal, paper 
and wool, while considerable decreases took place in the 
import of raw jute, artificial silk, raw cotton and woollen 
yarns. On the export side there were reductions in maize, 
rye, oil seeds, flour, wheat and horses, and increases in wool 
and feathers.

LATVIA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN AUGUST

According to statistics recently issued by the Latvian 
Statistical Bureau, imports and exports in August last were 
valued at 8 million lats and 8-8 million lats, respectively, 
thus the trade balance for the month was active to the 
extent of 800,000 lats. The adverse trade balance for the 
eight months ended August 31 last now stands at 14-5 
million lats. 


The principal imports in August were: textiles, 981,000 
lats; sugar, 904,000 lats; coal, 673,000 lats; and manure, 
raw cotton, industrial machinery, herring, tobacco, wool 
and metal goods. 


As regards exports during the month under review, the 
chief items were: timber goods, 4:7 million lats; butter, 1-4 
million lats; plywood, bacon and textiles. The value of 
textiles exported was 263,000 lats. 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE 


Great Britain supplied goods to the value of 2-8 million 
lats, Germany, 1:6 million lats, while other supplying 
countries included Belgium, the United States, France and 
Estonia. 

Latvia exported to Great Britain goods to the value of 
3-7 million lats, to Germany 2 million lats, while other 
recipients were Holland, Belgium, France and Estonia.

This policy has, however, been carried out at some cost, 
for in applying restrictions on imports the Turkish Govern- 
ment has sacrificed Customs revenue, an important factor 
in the domain of Government finance, but Budget estimates 
of revenue and expenditure are surveyed periodically and 
every effort is being made by the Turkish Government to 
show balanced Budgets. 


Forsiegn TRrape 


It is to be feared that Turkey will in future offer only a 
restricted market for many classes of goods, notably textiles, 
which have formed the staple elements in the United 
Kingdom’s export trade to this country. The same con- 
siderations apply, in varying degrees, to woollen and 
worsteds, most classes of foodstuffs, except tea and coffee, 
leather manufactures, perfumery and soaps, and cement. 
The value of Turkey’s industrial output in 1932 was officially 
stated to be £T.137,932,475 and an appreciable proportion of 
this amount is represented by new industries which are 
replacing foreign goods. 


The value of imports in 1933 was about £T.75 million and 
of exports about £T.95 million, as compared with £T.86 
million and £T.101 million, respectively, in 1932 and 
£T.126,600,000 and £T.127,200,000 in 1931, and 
£T.147,500,000 and £T.151,400,000, respectively, in 1930. 


Turkey’s trade balance, it will be seen, was favourable 
even before the application of the quota system, but was, 
however, unfavourable in the years before 1930 and the 
deficit in the country’s commercial exchanges attained its 
climax in 1929 with an excess of imports over exports of 
£T.100 million, due largely to heavy overbuying during the 
first nine months of that year in anticipation of a heavy 
increase in Customs duties. 


During the two full years in which the quota system has 
been in application there has been a trade balance in 
favour of Turkey, but this has been accompanied by a sub- 
stantial reduction in the value of exports as well as by a 
reduction in that of imports. As a corollary to the restric- 
tion of imports there has been a systematic attempt by the 
Turkish Government to promote the exportation of agricul- 
tural produce and, although a further decline in the value 
of exports was experienced in 1933, the available evidence 
points to the fact that there was a marked increase, on a 
quantitative basis, in the volume of exports last year.

As regards cotton goods the effect of the very restricted 
import quotas allotted was mitigated to a great extent by 
the compensation system, by which fairly large quantities 
of merchandise, which would otherwise have remained in 
the Customs for an indefinite period, were released outside 
the quotas, against the export of Turkish produce to a 
similar value. 


Imports from the United Kingdom, according to British 
Board of Trade returns, have been as follows during the 
past four years: —1933, £1,458,056; 1932, £1,482,311; 1931, 
£1,714,922; and 1930, £1,868,285. During the first ten 
months of 1933 the share of the United Kingdom in the 
total import trade of Turkey was 13-1 per cent. as compared 
with 12-4 per cent. of the total in 1932, and to this extent 
the situation may be considered satisfactory, but with the 
abolition of the compensation system and the tightening up 
of quota restrictions in other directions it is extremely 
doubtful whether this position will be maintained in 1934.

IMPORT DUTIES ACT, 1982: IMPORT DUTIES 
(EXEMPTIONS) (NO. 12) ORDER, 19384: NICKEL 
POWDER, FLAKE AND HYDROXIDE 


1. By virtue of their powers under Section 1 of the 
Import Duties Act, 1932, the Treasury have directed by the 
above Order that the following classes and descriptions of 
goods shall be added to the First Schedule to the Import 
Duties Act, 1932, as from October 24, 1934:— 


Nickel powder. 

Nickel in the form of flakes capable of passing No. 5 
British Standards Institution sieve. 

Nickel hydroxide. 


2. The Order applies to goods of the classes and descrip- 
tions set out above which are entered with the Customs on 
or after October 24, 1934, or which have not been removed 
from a bonded warehouse before that date. 


3. The Order involves amendments to Part 3 (Exemp- 
tions) of the Customs and Excise Tariff at page 16.

CUSTOMS DUTIES ON CERTAIN NEW ZEALAND 
GOODS AMENDED 


The Australia-New Zealand Trade Agreement, the full 
text of which was published in the issue of the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of 
December 21, 1933, contains, inter alia, the following pro- 
vision :— 

** Article IX ”’ 


‘“‘(1) Where with respect to any specific class of goods 
not enumerated in Schedule B* to this Agreement and 
imported into New Zealand the rate of duty thereon 
under the New Zealand British Preferential Tariff is less 
than the rate of duty under the Australian British Prefer- 
ential Tariff the following provisions shall apply :— 


(a2) His Majesty’s Government in New Zealand may 
request His Majesty’s Government in Australia 
to admit into Australia goods of such class being 
the produce or manufacture of New Zealand at 
the rate of duty chargeable on goods of that 
class under the New Zealand British Preferential 
Tariff * . + or 


The Board of Trade have now received a copy of an Act, 
assented to on June 30, 1934, which empowers the Governor- 
General in and over the Commonwealth of Australia to give 
effect by Proclamation to the above provision with respect 
to specified classes of New Zealand goods. 


A Customs proclamation (No. 268), issued under the 
above-mentioned Act, provides that the following goods 
being the produce of New Zealand shall be admitted into 
Australia free of Customs duty on and from July 5:— 

(1) Knitted or lock-stitched piece-goods of silk or of 
artificial silk or of combinations of these materials 
with one another or with any other material except 
wool. 

(2) Wireless broadcast receiving sets not mounted in 
cabinets. 


(3) Dry batteries and dry cells.

INVOICE REGULATIONS 


Order-in-Council P.C. 2096, of September 7, amends the 
instructions contained at the heading of Declaration Form N 
by authorising a Justice of the Peace as an officer before 
whom the declaration may be made in British countries. 
The declaration may accordingly be made before a Collector 
of Customs, Justice of the Peace, Notary Public or any 
official authorised to administer oaths. Form N contains the 
Certificate of Value and of Origin which must accompany 
invoices of articles shipped to Canada on consignment prior 
to sale by the exporter.

FOREIGN TEXTILE QUOTA 


The Fiji ‘‘ Royal Gazette ’’ of August 17 contains a copy 
of a Proclamation (No. 7 of 1934) made by the Governor 
of Fiji which revokes Proclamation No. 5 of 1934 published 
in the ‘‘ B.T.J.” of August 23 (page 318). 

This Gazette also contains a copy of a Proclamation (No. 6 
of 1934) made by the Governor of Fiji on August 17, 1934, 
the text of which is reproduced below :— 


PROCLAMATION 


Whereas it is provided, inter alia, by section 3 of the 
Importation of Textiles (Quotas) Ordinance (No. 8 of 1934) 
that the Governor may fix by Proclamation the total value 
of textile goods or of any class or classes of textile goods 
manufactured in any foreign country which may be im- 
ported during any period and that the quota period 
specified in any such proclamation may commence prior to 
the coming into operation of that Ordinance.

TAXATION OF CIGARETTES 


H.M. Consul at San Jose has forwarded a translation of 
a recent Law which establishes the following surcharges on 
the tax imposed on cigarettes by Article 1 of the Law 24 of 
September 20, 1931 :— 


(1) Cigarettes of national tobacco, machine-made, the 
retail price of which does not exceed one centimo 
per cigarette—one-fortieth of a centimo each. 


(2) Cigarettes of foreign tobacco, machine-made in the 
country—one-half of a centimo each. 


(3) Cigarettes of national tobacco, machine-made, the 
retail price of which exceeds one centimo each— 
one-fifth of a centimo each. 


(4) Cigarettes, imported—one-half of a centimo each. 


EGYPT 


CUSTOMS DUTY ON WINE 


The Egyptian ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of October 13 contains 
a Decree, dated October 10, which provides for certain 
modifications of the Customs duties on ordinary wines, pro- 
duced exclusively by the fermentation of fresh grapes or dry 
raisins (Tariff No. 158).

INCREASED DUTIES ON SARDINES: WITH- 
DRAWAL OF LICENCE TAX 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of October 25 contains a 
Decree, dated October 24, the effect of which is to increase 
the duties on sardines (ex Tariff No. 47) from 300 frs. to 
600 frs. per 100 kilogs. under the ‘‘ General’ Tariff and 
from 75 frs. to 150 frs. per 100 kilogs. under the ‘‘ Mini- 
mum ”’ Tariff. In addition to these duties there is a surtax 
of 12 frs. per 100 kilogs. under the ‘‘ General ”’ Tariff and 
3 frs. per 100 kilogs. under the ‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff, which 
is imposed under the Law of July 12, 1934, for the protec- 
tion of the French mercantile marine (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of 
July 26 last, page 169). 


A further Decree of the same date provides, however, for 
the withdrawal of the licence tax of 50 frs. per 100 kilogs.

IMPORT OF MOLASSES 


An Order dated October 23 and published in the French

IMPORT OF PAPER, BOBBINS, ETC. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of Octo- 
ber 4, regarding the French import quotas for the current 
quarter, it should be noted that the French ‘ Journal 
Officiel ’’ of October 25 announces that conical or cylindrical 
bobbins and tubes (busettes) for spinning or weaving of 
ordinary board or pasteboard (Tariff No. 464 bis) of United 
Kingdom origin will only be admitted into France if accom- 
panied by certificates issued by the London Chamber of 
Commerce (Paper Exporters’ Section). 


FRENCH INDO-CHINA 
EXPORT TAX ON RUBBER 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ (Paris) of October 23 contains a 
Decree, dated October 20, approving an Order of the 
Governor-General of French Indo-China instituting a tax 
of one-tenth of a piastre per 100 kilogs. net, plus a 
hundredth of a piastre for each additional fraction of 10 
kilogs., on rubber exported from the Colony, in order to 
cover the expenses of the application of the International 
Convention of May 7, 1934, for the regulation of the Pro- 
duction and Export of Rubber. 


FRENCH WEST AFRICA 
EXHAUSTION OF QUOTA: COTTON TISSUES 


H.M. Consul-General at Dakar reports, by telegraph, the 
exhaustion of the quota allotted to the United Kingdom for 
the import of cotton tissues, printed or manufactured with 
dyed threads, into Senegal until December 31. 


GERMANY 
MONOPOLY TAX ON LARD 


A Proclamation, dated October 17, 1934, fixes the 
monopoly tax on lard (ex No. 126 of the German Customs 
Tariff) during the period October 22 to October 31, 1934, at 
24 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs. 


MONOPOLY TAX ON CERTAIN FEEDING 
STUFFS 


A Proclamation, dated October 15, 1934, effective from 
October 15 to December 31, 1934, issued by the State Office 
for Grain, Fodder and other Agricultural Products, fixes 
the monopoly tax (i.e. the surcharge added to the monopoly 
purchase price to form the monopoly selling price) at one 
Reichsmark per metric ton on fish meal, blood of 
slaughtered cattle, dried, greave cakes, meat fodder meal, 
and similar animal waste (ex No. 161 of the German 


Customs Tariff). 


‘IRAQ 
IMPORT OF OLD NEWSPAPERS 


The Iraq ‘“‘ Government Gazette ’’ of September 30 con- 
tains a notification which is to become effective six months 
after its publication, prohibiting the import of old news- 
papers or used paper into Iraq unless accompanied by a 
certificate countersigned by the Health Department of the 
country of origin that they are free from infectious diseases. 





EXEMPTION FROM CUSTOMS DUTY OF 
CERTAIN RAW MATERIALS 


The Commercial Agent at Batavia reports that, by virty 
of Ordinance No. 546, dated September 8, as from Septen. 
ber 15, 1934, the following chemicals when imported for ng 
as raw materials for industrial purposes are exempt from

CHEESE IMPORT QUOTA 


The ‘‘Gaceta de Madrid’’ for October 18 contains a 
Decree, dated October 16, which fixes the amount of cheese 
(Tariff No. 1418) which may be imported into Spain during 
the year 1935 at 1,336,171 kilogs. This quantity is 100 per 
cent. of the average imports of cheese in the years 1931-33,

IMPORT QUOTA FOR FROZEN MEAT 


By Decree of January 18 last the import into Spain of 
frozen meat was temporarily prohibited, owing to the fact 
that the market had become overstocked. 

A Decree of October 16, published jn the ‘‘ Gaceta de 
Madrid ”’ for October 20, permits the import of frozen meat 
up to a quantity equal to that imported during the same 
period in the year 1933. The quantity which may be 
imported during the present quarter is fixed at 502 metric 
tons. 

The import of frozen meat is only allowed as hitherto, 
provided that it is to be used for the manufacture of 
sausages. 

Nots.—Certificates of origin are required for all goods 
subject to the quota system.

FRENCH EQUATORIAL AFRICA (GABOON) 


PROPOSED MODIFIED CUSTOMS TARIFF 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ” (Paris) of October 21 contains a 
proposal of the Government of French Equatorial Africa to 
modify the surtaxes applicable to foreign (non-French) im- 
ports into Gaboon. It is proposed to increase the surtax on 
spirits from 600 to 840 frs. per hectolitre; there is to be no 
change in respect of coal, but minimum rates on a weight 
basis are proposed for cotton tissues.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1935 
TRAVEL CONCESSIONS 


Railway, shipping and air lines in all the principal 
furopean countries are offering additional travel con- 
sessions to facilitate attendance of overseas buyers at 
the 1935 British Industries Fair, the Department of 
Overseas Trade announces. 


The Fair, except the Engineering and Hardware 
Section, is to be held from February 18 to March 1. 
The Engineering and Hardware Section of the Fair, 
which is held in Birmingham, opens on May 20 and 
doses on May 81. 


Travel concessions were inaugurated in 1932 when 
rsilway administrations of five Continental countries 
ganted reduced fares. 


The arrangements have been greatly extended this 
year, when all the European railway administrations, 
except those of Norway and Sweden, have agreed +o 
offer reduced fares. Shipping and air lines have also 
ome in to a scheme arranged in co-operation with the 
Department of Overseas Trade and British transporta- 
tion services. 


Reductions in fares now range from ten to fifty per 
cent. 


Free passport visas, with a validity of three months, 
are also obtainable by overseas visitors to the Fair. 


TEXTILES SECTION, WHITE CITY 


Reports from London fashion houses indicate that purely 
British styles will be more prominent than ever next spring. 
Styles which are, in fact, the essence of simplicity, combin- 
ing perfect line with perfect colourings typical of British 
taste, will predominate in all the collections planned for the 
opening at the British Textiles Exhibition (Textile Section 
of the British Industries Fair) to be held at the White City 
london, in February next. : 


Without doubt designs for the display next February will 
be influenced by the Royal Academy Exhibition of Art in 
Industry which precedes it, but British designers are 
already greatly encouraged by the success achieved at the 
exhibitions during the last few seasons. In colours, too, 
following the success of Sandringham Blue, named by Her 
Majesty the Queen at the last Exhibition, much importance 
is being attached to new colours which are to be released for 
the first time at the Fashion Theatre at the White City. 


MeEn’s WEAR 


Recent years have recorded a growing dress consciousness 
among men, and the Men’s Wear Section of the Textiles 
Exhibition has grown from small beginnings until now its 
Importance is rapidly equalling that of the ladies’ trade. 
In shirts and in pyjamas there would appear to be no limit 
to the ingenuity of the designer, in the variety of colour 
combinations, designs and effects. One of the novelties 
at the Exhibition will be shirt designs which follow on the 
lines of traditional tie patterns; this is an interesting de- 
velopment of the tie-to-match idea. Several firms are making 
4 feature of a wide polo printed collar in semi-stiff material 
which matches the shirt and tie. 


An interesting shirting is a bold white stripe design on a 
colour ground. Evening dress shirts also show design, often 
in the form of a diagonal rib. A new linen cloth, probably 
the first high-grade linen shirting ever produced from flax 
grown in Great Britain, is produced from flax grown on the 
Royal Estate at Sandringham, where His Majesty the King 
has successfully produced the fibre. 

In the tie exhibits the new demand for ‘ streamline ”’ 
effects is being well looked after for the White City Show, 
but perhaps greater interest will centre upon the latest 
tweed ties in bright colourings and effective designs. These 
ties are particularly appropriate for sports and country 
wear, and the chief point is that they do not easily crease 
and quickly resume their shape after wearing. 


New Styies in F'urRNISHINGS 


Just as in the fashion trade, but perhaps even more 
definitely, there is arising a contemporary British style of

furnishings. This is neither traditional nor modern, but its 
popularity has already spread far overseas. 


There are several features of particular interest in the 
new furnishing styles to be shown at the White City. There 
is a definite tendency towards the greater use of linen. 
Linen has, in fact, gained largely in the field formerly held 
by cretonne notwithstanding price. In bedspreads, special 
interest attaches to the latest peasant weaves in Irish linen. 
Rough weaves, small jacquards, brocades and ratines will 
all have their place in the furnishing fabrics of 1935. 


Crush velours for hangings have been much improved, 
and whereas at the last Exhibition the cloths were shown 
with the crush effect only, there has now been further de- 
velopment involving the introduction of a brushing effect. 
The resultant fabric is much improved in attractiveness.

The Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries, the Secretary 
of State for the Home Department and the Secretary of 
State for Scotland have made the following Directions in 
relation to the provisions of the Merchandise Marks (Im- 
ported Goods) No. 7 Order, 1934 (Statutory Rules and 
Orders, 1934, No. 727):—

METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners or Imperial or other Trade Correspondents in 
the British Empire, and to H.M. Commercial Diplomatic 
or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is gener- 
ally advisable to communicate in the first instance with the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1, as the information required is frequently 
already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 


When making application for information enquiries 
should clearly specify : — 


(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 


(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 


(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.
